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ee 
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would result. 
Ceunty Hospital. 

Many recommendations covering 
the conduct and the condition of the, 
County hospital were made in a separ- 
ate report, which. read as follows: | 

“On Wednesday, October 26, 1921, 
the grand jury visited the County 
hospital «nd made a thorough in- 
spection of the grounds and build- 
ings.. 

The first thing that impressed uSsi 
was the condition of the street, no | 
sidewalks and the very poor ap- 
proaches to the buildings, and the ill- 
kept condition of the grounds, empty 
tin cans and rubbish being scattered 
about the same, and no lawns. We 
recommend that funds be provided‘ 
to fix up the grounds, 

“The entire interior of the build- 


ling, except the operating room, where 
an efficient nurses was in charge, 
presented a very untidy, dirty and 


unsanitary appearance, and we recom- 
mend that a well paid orderly be 
employed to do the janitor work. The i 
inmates are ‘doine the work now at a; 
very small cost. Complaints have 
Mes made in regard to the inmates 


| doing janitor work, and we recom- 


mend that the inmates be not allowed 
in the building where patients are 
confined. Any indigent who is able 
work, should be assigned 
to something to do on the outside, 
under proper supervision. 

“We found the kitchen, diningroom, 
and storerooms very dirty and the 
dishes which the inmates used are 
disgraceful. We recommend that 
new crockery be purchased. There 
is only one det kitchen inthe 
whole building and we would suggest 
that one be provided in the new 


portion of the building, — 
“The living accommiodafions for 
the nurses are inadequate, and we 


recommend that a nurses’ dormitory 
be furnished apart from the main 
building.
